LONDON, Jan. 24— Phi- 
losopher Bertrand Rus- 
sell, 96, collected $400 and 
an apology from an 
American firm that report- 
ed in its advertising that he 
was dead, it was learned 
here today. 

The erroneous state- 
* ment appeared in an ad- 
vertisement placed in the 
New York Times by 
Honeywell, Inc., which 
listed Honeywell job open- 
ings and featured draw- 


ings of Lord Russell as 
one of the deceased au- 
thors of the classic work, 
“Principia Mathematical 

The pacifist leader be- 
came incensed when he 
learned that Honeywell 
manufactures fragmenta- 
tion bombs, and pressed 
charges for unauthorized 
use of (his name and for 
the “misleading legend” 
listing him as dead. 

The case was settled out 
of court.
